The testimony came from 
Charles Roberts, of Hooker, as the 
Government began parading the 
allegedly beaten Negroes across 
the witness stand in the mass civil 
rights trial of 12 men.

DALLAS—(AP)—An American Airlines plane crashed

costing $10,000,000—one of the largest projects of its kind in the countrv. 


The project will be developed on a site near Emory University, it

Public Health Service 
plan to make the Atlanta 
a center for research in the treat- 
ment and cure of communicable 
and tropical diseases. It will be the 
onilv one of its kind in. the coun- 
trv and will be fashioned, in a 
way, after the great government 
medical center at Bethesda, Md., 
just outside of Washington. 

At the same time Administrator 
Jess Larson, of the General Serv- 
ices Agency, and Postmaster Gen. 
Jesse M. Donaldson announced ad- 
ditional public building projects 
costing $3,610,000, in- 
post office garage in 
Atlanta. A new post office and 
Federal courthouse is provided for 
Thomasville at a cost of $860,000. 
while Elberton, Vienna and Ho- 
gansville will get new post office 
buildings. Warm Springs is also on 
the list for a new agriculture and 
post office building. Provision 
made for the acquisition of sites 
for the structures, where sites have 
not already been acquired. 

Aside from the Thomasville 
building, there was no breakdown 
of the sum allocated to Georgia 
for the post office structures, but 
the Atlanta post office garage is 
expected to represent the major 
outlay. 

The Georgia projects were a 
part of 213 Federal building proj- 
ects selected for first treatment in 
the new Federal building program 
authorized by Congress at the past 
session. Sites for the projects will 
be acquired where needed and 
plans prepared for future con- 
struction. They are part of a 
377,000,000 Federal building pro- 
gram that has been authorized. 

By presidential proclamation, all 
Federal building construction was 
stopped in 1940, except those serv- 
ing War purposes, and the an- 
nouncement of the Government of- 
ficials nmvarks the first resumption 
gram. + 

Officials said it would probably 
be a year or 18 months before 
plans are ready for letting a con- 
tract on the Atlanta public health 
medical center. In the meantime, 
the site will be finally acquired 
and a careful study of the needs 
of the project will be made. 

Since the Atlanta center is to be 
the first of its kind in the country, 
public health service officials will 
rant to proceed with the plan- 
ning cautiously, it was explained. 

When completed, the _ project 
will be expected to contribute 
much to making Atlanta one of 
the most important medical cen- 
ters in the country, with the full 
facilities of the Government 
thrown back of the 
velop method of treating and pre- 
venting tropical and other com- 
municable diseases.

Mr. Ears Whitworth’s fluctuating figure has 
become such a familiar sight around the athletic 
offices and on the playing fields of Georgia it 
will be difficult to imagine the Bulldogs with- 
out him. 

But that’s the way it will be from now on 
and, while it won't be the same around the Southeastern Confer- 
ence without the Big Bum, everybody is glad he's getting his chance. 

Whit has been hired by the Oklahoma Aggies as head football 
coach. And they hired a good one. If he wasn’t, people like 
Bill Alexander and Wally Butts and J. V. Sikes and Henry Frnka 
and countless others wouldn’t have’ recommended him for the job. 

But these fellows have watched his Georgia lines play 
football and have listened to him, in formal lectures at vari- 
ous coaching schools and in impromptu bull sessions in hotel 
rooms. And they know the man has what it takes to be 

a successful head coach in one of the toughest businesses of 

them all. 

But more than that, Whit is a lovable character with his slow, 
Arkansas drawl, the big ears which led to his nickname, and his 
strict adherence to the old 
Wade, even in these modern times of “brush-blocking” and other 
such newfangled fads. 


Whitworth and Wally Butts sort of grew up to-

noses. 

“A blocking back is nothing but a guard with a master’s 
degree,” is one of his favorite expressions. 

The off-season banquet circuit is going to miss Ears, too, 
although it will be much cheaper for them to stage their 
dinners from now on. He'll sit for hours and spin tales of 
his Rose Bowl days at Alabama, or the days of Huey Long 
at LSU. Or he’ll discuss the present political situation with 
equal enthusiasm.

Special Warnings Needed? 


The death of two highway workmen 
from a skidding automobile on wet pave- 
ment just north of Cordele emphasizes 
the poor condition of Highway 41 through 
most of the State and brings up the ques- 
tion of whether routine warning signs on 
such slippery stretches is sufficient.

Politicians Like Real Football, Too 


Politicians and educators are interested in football, other than the political kind. Just as football 
is an interesting topic of conversation here following the Tech-Georgia game, so it was a topic of 
talk at Biloxi; Miss., when the Southern Governors Conference and the Regional Council for Educa- 
tion met. The overemphasis of football and the use of out-of-State players were subjects of jokes. 


Here’s the best one we have ever heard on 
overemphasizing the sport: 


Oklahoma had a good football team this 
year. Recently, according to the Oklahoma 
delegation to the Regional Education Coun- 
cil, the President of Oklahoma University 
appealed for more financial support for the 
University. 

“We want to build a University of which 
our football team will be proud,” he pleaded. 


Jimmy Arrington, the Mississippi humorist, 
was telling the Governors about the time he 
played in the “Relief Bowl.” He spent the first 
half on the bench. Finally, the coach sum- 
moned him: 

“‘Dumbroski,” he called—that’s my football 
name” (Arrington explained parenthetically, 
while the crowd howled)... 


WHILE THEY: were attending the Tech- 
Georgia football game a group of Legislators flat- 
ly warned that they would accept nothing short 
of total tax revision at the January session.- The 
subcommittee now engaged in drafting recom- 
mendations for the full Tax Revision Committee 
might take these sentiments into consideration. 

While this subcommittee labors, the people 
of Georgia are in the position of waiting for the 
jury to return a verdict. Will it be full tax 
revision? Will it be partial tax revision? Will it 
be a confused take-your-choice system, with no 
specific recommendations?” 

The Legislature of 1947 created the Tax Re- 
vision Committee with a view to totally replacing 
the present outmoded tax structure with a 
streamlined system. Acting Gov. Thompson ap- 
pointed most of the members—some being 
named by the Legislative leaders and some hold- 
ing office by virtue of their State positions. The 
group picked former Sen. Bill Lester, Augusta 
tax attorney, as executive secretary. He spent 
months assembling detailed information concern- 
ing Georgia’s tax laws and the revenue and the 
tax laws and revenue of other States of the na- 
tion. With the State split in a long political battle 
between Thompson and Herman Talmadge, the 
Acting Governor decided to hold no meetings 
ef the Tax Revision Committee until after the 
1948 election. Thompson was defeated. Thus, 
aside from the fine research work done by Lester, 
the committee did nothing. 

The Legislature was still determined to have 
a total tax revision, so in 1949 it extended the 
life of the Tax Revision Committee. It asked 
that the committee not content itself with mak- 
ing recommendations, but that it bring in sug- 


gested bills ready for passage—either in the hold- 
over session of January, 1950, or at any special 
session that might be held prior to that time. 
Gov. Talmadge picked a capable committee and 
it went to work. 


In August, Talmadge had the General 
Assembly in special session to pass new tax 
laws. Some Legislators demanded total tax 
revision at that time, insisting that the Tax 
Revision Committee turn in recommenda- 
tions then and there. Members of the com- 
mittee said they hadn’t completed their study 
and asked for more time. The request was 
granted. As the Legislature passed the Gov- 
ernor’s special taxes, however, it pointed out 
it was doing so on a temporary basis. And, 
again, it passed a stern resolution demand- 
ing recommendations or tax revision bills 
for the January session. 


As the committee neared completion of its 
work, some suggested it tould do a better job if 
it delayed its study again until after the 1950 
political races. This suggestion met with re- 
sounding disapproval over the State, with edi- 
torials and letters demanding that something be 
done now. The economy and revision subcom- 
mittees made their reports to the full committee, 
in secrecy, and the Governor announced that 
recommendations will be made to the Legis- 
lature by Dec. 15. The drafting commi#tee be- 
gan drawing up the recommendations to be ap- 
proved in final form by the full committee. 

And while this jury is out, some Legislators 
keep hot the insistence for total tax revision.

J The Miners Will 
Strike If John Asks--- 


I dug out some old notebooks of the time 
when John L. Lewis was ready to strike on the 
captive mine issue. 

I checked them against some more recent notes. There is no 
real change in the basic facts or psychology which give Lewis his 
power, which power so many find inexplicable. 

Offhand I would guess that if John L. Lewis orders the miners 
to strike tonight at midnight they will do it, even though in their 
hearts there is bitterness and unwillingness, and even though their 
wei weep about it at home and they and their children face real 
want. 

There is a feeling of nervousness and resentment against Lewis 
not present before. They know, and he knows, they are in no 
position to strike. The men don’t want to strike. But, if he asks 
it, they will. 


On this journey to Birmingham a few years ago I 
| went out to see the then head of the local organiza- 
tion of miners. He was at home suffering from a cold. 


_ He tried to tell me about “John.” That was how he spoke of 
him... “John.” He told me how, when John had spoken against 
Roosevelt and joined himself with Wendell Willkie, the Republican 
nominee, he and his wife and their neighbors had wept as they” 
heard John talk. They voted for Roosevelt. But they went on 
trusting John. 

He talked about the days of the old company towns when 
miners had to live in company houses, had to take the company 
doctor, who more often than not was a drunken failure; had to 
buy at the company store; had to obey the company police and 
attend the company church, and be tried in what were really the 
company-owned courts. 

It was “John” who changed all that. 

That is why, although miners today are rather well satisfied 
with their pay and hours, they will swear and be bitter about it— 
but will strike if John says so. 


Reasons 


In reply to inquiries in three coal fields, I am told 
Younger it is the younger men who are more restless. It is 
they who take a few beers and begin to talk about getting someone 
else in John’s place. They didn’t know the old days. 

But they shut up when the older men come around. There isn’t 
any question about it—the older men are, in a sense, fanatics. 
They are the grapes of wrath which the mine owners trampled 
out in the old days when the miner was—as everyone now admits 
—perhaps the worst treated worker in American industry.

Figures I recall ‘this man in his house in a Birmingham suburb 
got out some old account books. In 1939 he had been 
working 12 to 15 hours a day for $2 or less. Today the scale is 
around $12 to $15 for less than eight hours’ actual work. 

The Federal census figures show that in 1948 the coal miners 
made a little more than other full-time employees in the United 
States. The national average was $2,809. The miners averaged $3,387 
—and none of the others, employed in air-conditioned buildings or 
at best in air-cooled and heated plants where they could breathe 
good air, envied the miners that extra $500 in so hazardous an 
occupation. | 

Miners’ wages in 1948 were an average of $76.84 per week, 
which is a little above the $68.10 earned by auto workers, for 
example. 

In 1940 the average miner’s weekly wage was $24.71. The aver- 
age rate per hour ig 1940 was 88 cents. Today it is $1.93 an hour 
and the pay begins when they start to the job and continues until 
they leave the mine. They also get 10 days’ paid vacation per 
year. These are the chief reasons why they will strike if “John” 


asks it of them. 

Welfare A fund for pensions, $100 per month on retirement, 
has been set up. It is financed by a payment of 20 

cents per ton of coal mined. Lewis wants more. 

The fund is temporarily suspended. 

There doesn’t seem to be much doubt but that it was mis- 
managed. 

There are reports of graft, fraud and chiseling. No one charge 
has been pinned down. Rumors have it that here and there agents 
have demanded a week’s pay, sometimes two, to get a retired miner 
on the list. Other charges are that miners who quit years ago 
have come back, worked for a while, and then demanded, and 
got, with the help of bribes, retirement pensions. 

None of these has been proved or even made officially. Only 
a brave man would dare John’s wrath by making them. The 
miners reportedly are glad of the present row and are silently root- 
ing for management to win its demands of having a representative 
on the board which administers the welfare fund. 


Ambition The pity of it is that Lewis should have thrown so 

much of his own personal ambitions and vanity into 
the many struggles he has had—and won. Less and less coal is 
being mined. Lewis’ asset was the sympathy which the public had 
for the miners. That is being dissipated by Lewis’ present tactics. 
That he should have used his position and the miners themselves 
seeking to achieve public office—at one time he sought to have 
Roosevelt put him on the ticket as Vice President—has detracted 
greatly from the man and his record. It was he who invited, and 
accepted, Communists into the CIO and allowed them free reign. 
Lewis, who is strongly anti-Communist, made an error others have 
made before and since—he believed he could us2 the Communists 
to his own ends. He couldn't. 

There is no doubt but that he has accelerated the developme: 
and use of other fuels to the degree that coal, which in 1900 made 
up about 95 percent of all the fuels then in use, now is down to 
44.3. Oil and gas are moving up. 

Despite all this the miners, whose memories go back 20 years 
and more, will strike if he demands it ... even though they don't 
want to and hope to goodness he doesn’t ask it of them.

Not Philip Murray 
nor John L. Lewis. All of them are hell-bent 
for Nazi-Fascism with the unions subservient to 
the Federal Government. And, in industry, 
weary, weak-kneed stewards of the trust of the 
stockholders, with a guilty knowledge that they 
have stolen the stockholders’ money by sleight- 
of-hand awards of enormous pensions to them- 
selves, are selling out our capitalism. 

Maybe we will like Fascism or National 
Socialism or Nazism or, in the ultimate word, 
Hitlerism. But if we do adopt it, the American 
warriors who were killed or mangled in the 
war on the Duce and der Fuehrer will have a

To develop successfully a gar- 
ment, you must be able to draw 
upon your imagination and see 
the finished product, perfect in 
every line and stitch; mechani- 
cal skill is not sufficient. A 
knowledge of sewing is a help 
to economy, it aids in cultivat- 
ing the taste for better things 
in dress by developing neatness 
and order and makes these 
things possible because the per- 
son who can sew well is able 
to have more clothes of better 
material, workmanship and 
stvle than one who cannot sew. 

Women who study economy 
for principle will never adopt 
extreme fashion, colors or mate 
rials, because fashions in the ex- 
treme are never lasting but al- 
ways conspicuous. A garment 
simple in design and finish is 
much more appropriate for all 


occasions and remains in good 


taste much longer than one in 
an extreme style. 


The successful shopper ts the 
one who has a definite idea of 
what she wants before she starts 
out. A good plan is to carry a 
notebook and pin a sample of 
your material in it. Study your 
pattern’ and see what findings 
you will need. Findings are the 
tapes, snaps, buttons, buckle, 
zippers, pads, etc., that go into 
the construction and finishing of 
the garment. 


List exactly what you will 
eed in your notebook and 


match perfectly as you can to 
sample. A person so prepared 
will save valuable time in mak- 
ing selections and will general- 
ly command interested §assist- 
ance from clerks (their time is 
valuable, too) who are often 
willing to help but are handi- 
capped because the shopper her- 
self has no idea what she wants. 
Just a word for the clerk: Often 
they are held responsible for un- 
satisfactory purchases when real- 
Il the customer is at fault. 


If economy must be exercised 
in selecting materials it is better 
to spend nearly all the money on 
the material, leaving only 
enough for very simple orna- 
mentation. It is evidence of the 
poorest taste to wear garments 
laden with yuantities of cheap 
trimming. Trimming should be 
of the same quality as the mate- 
rials chosen, if they do not agree 
one tends to cheapen the other. 

These are just a few things 
I think important. There is ‘so 
much to be said about every 
state and I know you are anx- 
ious to really begin, but you 
know that old foundation we 
talked about first! Next week 
you will meet my family of fig- 
ures, and we will take each step 
one by one and discuss her own 
problems.

So don’t let the nip in the air 
lull you into the false notion 

ou actually need extra food in 
Ww Vinter, particularly if your fav- 
orite sport is reading a good 
book by the fire. 

Fat can come only from ex- 
cess Calories, Summer or Win- 
ter, which brings up -the ques- 
tion—how many calories do you 
need to stay at normal weight 
this Winter? That depends on 
your energy requirements. 

The recommended daily diet- 
ary allowances set the calories 
at 2,000 per day for the seden- 
tary woman and 2,400 a day for 
the sedentary man. Sedentary 
work includes office work and 
light housekeeping. For exam- 
ple, the typist uses the same 
number of calories per hour as 


P.the woman ironing uses. A fac- 


tory worker who sits down to 


a machine is still doing seden- 
tary work. 

A moderately active woman 
requires 2,400 calories a day. 
This covers the woman who 
does her own work and takes 
care of a good-sized family. A 
physically active man uses 3,000 
calories a day. A wery active 
woman, that is one doing hard 
physical work such as farm 
work, would use 3,000 calories 
& day. 

These calorie allowances rep- 
resent group averages and must 
be adjusted up or down to meet 
specific needs. In other words, 
if you do sedentary work you 
may or may not be entitled to 
2,000 calories a day. Again, go 
by the scales. If you gain on 
that many calories, that is proof 
you do not burn that many.

Some general facts about ¢Ca- 
nasta are: The side with the most 
‘cards in its combined hands has 
‘the best chance of getting the 
pack. The side with the best 
‘chance at the pack should try to 
‘prolong the play; the other side 
should try to curtail it by going 
out as fast as possible. A side 
that needs 120 for its initial meld 
can seldom meld without using up 
quite a few o* its cards. 

The conclusion is that when you 
need 120, you should often work 
up to that meld by any means pos- 
sible, then play to go out. This 
is especially true if you have 
some red threes that threaten to 
count against you. 

Suppose, needing 120, you are 
dealt this hand: 


Here’s the answer:in three words 


“COME TO{GEORGIA” 


You had a red three, now on the 
table. The upcard is a ten; you 
can take it, melding your three 
tens with one of your wild cards 
and your pair of nines with the 
other, just reaching 120 and leav- 
ing yourself with only four cards. 
Should you do it? 

Generally speaking, you should. 
It’s hard to say when another 
chance to meld 120 might come 
along, for vou would have to draw 
a ten, nine, or wild card to make 
It is highly. unlikely that your 
partner is even as close to a 120- 
point meld as you would be with- 
out that extra ten, for the odds are 
heavily against his hav.ng been 
dealt one of the other three jokers. 

Once having reduced yourself to 
four cards, you will probably have 
to play to go out; but that is 
profitable, too, even though it may 
not be one of those 2,000-point 
hands. 

Question: At the beginning of a 
new deal one side already has 
scored 4,920 points and needs only 
80 to end the game. Is the mini- 
mum for their initial’ meld still 
120, or will an 80-point meld do? 

Answer: It is still 120. The-game 
is not over until, at the conclusion 
of a deal, one side reaches 5,000 | 
points.
